I affirm therefore,from thefe reafons 
depofited : to practice with, or appoint 
Medicines, without a through and well- 
grounded rational experience in them, 
(gained onely by their preparation) is 
too Empyrical, is uncertain and bazar- 
dous 3 not truly knowing what he pre- 
{cribes, but relying upon fallacious tra- 
dition, and his awn blind repetitions 
and unfafe adventures. 

Nor is it onely a knowledge in Meai- 
cines barely gained, (though that is 
great)but a Phyfician is hereby acquain- 
ted with the operatzons of Nature, and 
is lead into the knowledge of Dzfeafes ; 
For this perfpective knowledge of the 
Medicine, gives a great infight and 
clearer light into the Difeafe. Medz- 
cines and Difeafes are fo relatrve, and 
depend upon each other in their true 
knowledge, that they difcover and 
point ateach other very plainly. Mia 
man truly and throughly knows the ofe- 
ration of a Medicine that cures,he more 
certainly then knows that.the Difeafe 
was Thes or That, fromthe properties of 
the Medicine; and underftands how 
Nature receives help and affiftance in 
fuch Cafes: Sothat the true knowledg 
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of Medicines, dilates it felf,and extends 
farther than the Pharmaceuttch or Me- 
chanick part of Phyfick ; and much im- 
proves a Phyficians knowledge in the 
other parts of this Science: whereby 
the Pharmacoptian Phyfician is better 
enabled to give an account of the ope- 
rations and deficiencies of Nature in 
humane bodies, and the Remedies that 
an{wer thereto, and the wanner of their 
performance, than any other perfon 3 
from the various ¢rya/s of Medicinal 
Preparations; which not only difcover 
their peculiar natures, but by Analogy 
unfold the fecret operations and myfte- 
ries of the Mecrocof/m, This is the Key 
to let youin; not onely to Medicines 
(whichis great) butinto the true kvow-

hazard to his own reputation, and more 
{ecurity to his Patzents izfe. And I muft 
fay, anerror, mifiake or abufe in the Me- 


‘| dicine, is far greater and more dange- 


rous. then a deficiency or error of the 
Phyfician in his judgment of the Pati- 
ent: For, a good Medicine is not jo ty- 
ed up and reftrained to one Difeafes But 
it fhall operate for good in many others, 
(feafonably given in due quantity) fo 
that if a Phyfictan do not {fo exactly de- 
termine aright concerning the Patient s 
yet if the Diftemper heimagines, have 
but an affinity, and fome proportion 
with that which really afflicts the Pati- 
ent, and he gives a proper Medicine ac- 
cording to his own determination ; his 
Medicine fhall prevail and fucceed well:

Nor is this Knowledge and Art of 
Medicinal Preparations reftrained only 
co the arttficial making of Medicines, 
and the advantages limited heres but 
is 
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———— is very extenfive and affifiant through 
che whole Sczence of Phyfick ; becomes 
very ufeful and auxiliary to a Phyfician, 
facilitating his difquifition, and zpro- 
wing his knowledge in the nature of 
Difeafes ; difcovering their feveral pro- 
perties and differences, and confirming 
his Judgment. For example, if aman 
be grip d in his Stomach or Belly, pro- 
voking a Flux, and this is removed by 
exhibiting of Occulz Cancrorum, (Coralle- 
um, or fuch like: it is concluded ratio- 
nally, that aluxurzant acidity did caule 
thofe punéiures and laxative motions ; 
becaufe thefe concrets do fatiate and 
drink up allaczditzes by virtue of their 
alkaly: Now here was'a right adaption 
of Medicine to the worbifick: Caufe s 
proved by the genuine property of the 
Remedy : Now this alkalifate property 
was firft difcovered by preparation and 
tryals ; mixing a/kalyes with acids, the 
acidity is deftroyed, the punging qua 
lity is taken away, and the liquor be- 
comes zafiped like Water, 

And as it is thus in this particular, fo 
likewife in other Medicines; the Asdts 
of their virtues and operation are not 
truly known and fathomed, but by pre- 
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paration and tryals in the Laboratory s 
which difcovers their properties /ing/e, 
and their refu/¢ in mixture. It is not 


fufficient a Phyfician does Cure (one 


that isno Phyfician does that by chance, 
and fome times) but that he be able to 
give a good account how he cures; and 
that isby having a per/petteve compleat 
knowledge of the Medicine (gained on- 
ly by preparation) collated with the na- 
ture of the Difeafe: elfe he is like an 
illiterate Emperick, and he derogates 
from his Title of Doéfor, and the digni- 
ty of this Profe/fion. 

He that is not well practifed, and 
skilful in Medicinal Preparations, but 
colle&ts Medicines out of Books, and 
takes them upon truft from any 42- 
thor s that mans practice is Empyrical s 
though he be very learned, well read, 
and along Practifer in Phyfick, And 
what if he hath ufed and experienced 
{uch Medicines to be good, and there- 
fore does confidently ufe them ; yet not 
truly knowing the de/ign of the Medi- 
cine, the nature of each Ingredient, 
their particular Preparations, their con- 
cord in compofition, and refult of the 
whole; in this heis too like an Empereek, 
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~~ Nor does the knowledge of an Her- 
bal; or Books treating of 4nzmals or 
Minerals, make you expert and know- 
ing in Medicines, as to fet down there, 
and think you are able from thence, to 
prefcribe with great judgement: You 
are very much miftaken herein 3 thofe 
Books do but ¢nitzate you 3 they are but 
the @;6,c,of Pharmacy; they do but qua- 
lifie youas a Tyros and you vainly think 
now you are adeptus, acompleat Artif, 
and very skilfulin Medicines, Butad- 
mit’ thar Vegetables, or others, in their 
fingle natures were according to Tradt- 
tions (which very often is not fo) yet 
when you compound this with that,and

examine and prove through the whole 
procels, and rightly know whether this 
Medicine be con 


ruoutly and rationally 
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defign’d, and likely to anfwer the put- 
pofe intended, 

From hence it fs undeniable, thar 
No way but expertence in preparation,can 
give a Phyfician a true and well-ground- 
ed knowledge in Medicines: Then ic 
behoves every induftrious Profeffor in 
this Faculty;to be diligent and conftant 

| inthis Practice, that he may be able and 
| skilfulin Medicines, without which all 
Kk) his learning is fraftraneous: But this is 
| the check to the progrefs of our Sczence, 
| that the Profeffors are /peculators of tra- 
ist | ditional Medicines s not reformers, by 
wi | practical experiments and tryals: Phar- 
| macy isthe mechanich part of this Arts 
wi | butthe moft ufefuland neceflary, and 
im) isnotlearned but by manual operation 
ie | and preparation, You mutt not think 
i |° to contrive and reform Medicines in 
| your ftudy only; but you muft prove 
| thofe norzons in the Laboratory: And 
before youcan compleat any Medicine 
defigned, it muft pafs feveral tryals and 

yy | @lterations: Andthen compare the latt 
yf | repeated tryal, with your firft inveoti- 
:} ons you will find thatthe Embryo of 
:| your firft conception to be but a very 
| imperfect thing, not comparable to the 
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-——~ aft, refulting from various alterations; 
in matter and proce/s, and feveral pro- 
bations in the ufe and operation, | 

Whoever therefore invented Pre 
feription, asa mode and cuftom for Phy- 
ficians to follow, feducing them from 
their firff eftable/oment, and moft ratio- 
nal endeavours in the preparation of 
Medicines; was the greateit enemy to 
this Science, andtothe Profeffors, and 
hath proved moft pernictous to the 
Sick, 

And he that pretends to great know- 
ledge and abilities in this Faculty 5. not 
experienced, not acompleat Operator in 
Medicinal Preparations ; but puft up 
with traditional notions and Book-read- 
ing knowledge in Pharmacy s He 1san 
Impoftor to himfelf and others : his fup~ 
pofed abilities are but vain prefumpti- 
ons, ond erroneous conceits, And this 
isa great truth, attefted by all Pharma- 
copwian Phyficians, who were firft plane 
ted upon tradition and Books: Forne- 
ver any man yet, though ever fo well 
prepared, and fitted by Book-learning 5 
butafter ¢rya/s and expertence in Prepa- 
rattons s he was then convinced,that his 
bet fpeculations, and moft complea 

notions 
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motions (as*he thought) of -Medicines 


before tvyals and manual preparation, 
were but vain putations:and: childifh 
conceptions, > And not only thus,com- 
paring his firff entrance, with his more 
mature knowledge, there isa valt diffes 
rence : But even the beft tif and 0- 
perator; long »practifed in»tryals.s his 
firft defignment-of any Medicine, . is not 
comparable to his repeated tryals, and 
meliorations of the firft:procefs, ‘The 
obfervations -that. are ‘taken. in each 
cour/e, are Monitors:and a certain guide 
forthe future, to amend and advance 
the mext préparation, Now the Phyfi- 
cians abfence (a Pre/criber) gives away 
this advantage of knowledg, and makes 
him uncapable of improving Medicines, 
orhaving any true and foled judgment in 
them: Andthis is the unhappy cafe of 
prafcription, or the cuftom of making 
Medicines with Pen andJnk. 

Let none therefore be fo egregiou- 
fly fimple and. doting, as co think that 
a Legitimate Phyfician; preparing and 
practifing with his own Medicines, is 
like an Emperick , does derogate from 
this Faculty, audisof aninferior rank 
to the preferibing .Dottors : No, it is 
ae much

much the contrary s forthe Pharmacoe 
peian Doétor is the truly knowing and 
mott able Phyfician, and does perform 
the whole duty of aPhyficians whereby 
he gains.an expert knowledge and great 
fatisfaction in Medicinal Preparations, 
without which a Phyfctanis very. defict 
ent, an uncertain aud unfafe practifer, 
The Emperick, in that he makes his 
own Medicines, fo farhe is right, do- 
ing che duty of a Phyfician: But not 
being well qualified for his undertaking, 
is therefore to be cenfured and -fup- 
reft, 
: 1 profecute this Point the farther, 
andlay open in plain tearms the infufh- 
ciency of prefértb:ng to enablea Phyfi- 
cian yudtcioufly to appoint - Medicines 
and relieve the Sick : Becaufe moft peo- 
ple are grofly blinded, and foolifhly 
thivk, thatthe Preferzbers are the An- 
cient true Proteflors, and moft able

To which Ianfwer: Although I re- 
verence and eficem Aptiee Authors , 
yet I will relie upon none, farther ther 
a perf{walion to ekcs ve upon probable 
saah and that puts me upon the 

tryal and proof. The Authority of any 
Authors is not fufficient for you to ac qui- 


efce, as tully fatisfied in any Med IRS 
notil you ee futhciently proved it by 


prepa aration and wfe. 
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Secondly, Authors. though of great 
fame and worth, co often tranferibe 
Medicines frorn one another, and take 
up upon truft as you Pre/e ibers do 3 and 
none well knows who made this or that 
Medicine, and tryed its notwith{tand- 
ing their vértwes, are ftongly afferted 
aud praifed, And to prove that this 
isf{o, I fhall, if need be, point out fuch 
Medicines, not a few, in Authors of 
good repute that had they prepared 
and well proved thole Medicins; they 
would never have named them, except 
for caution, that none may ufe them, 

Thirdly, Antegue Authors, though 
yet they have 

serfed with their 
good works 5 which this critical Age 
does explode and caft out: Why then 
| we not doubt of their Meaicznes, 
srove themalfo, to find out their 
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failings. The Pharmacoptias, thofe 
Books that feem to be, & were ntend- 
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“And this by reafon Pharmacopeias 
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were made, by thofe 
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ae oe Pharmacoperans. And if thefe Phar- 
macopéta s had never been extant, but 
Pharmaceutickh Experiments pieferved 
and kept asin Ancient Times among ft 
the Sons of Arts it would have been 
much better for this faculty s Phyfici- 
ans then would have been more zndu- 
firtous and skilful in Medicins, and a 
greater regard had from the people, 
But this obztér. 

For my own part I am not obliged 
to an Author for any Medicine 1 have 
acquired s farther thenthe Rudiments of 
this 4rt: that did znitzate me in the 
common’ Preparation of Medicines : 
but to relie upon tradizzon in the pro- 
cefs of any Medicine, as an exact Rule 
and Coppy to imitate; that I difown, 
and am wholly guided by the Analogy 
‘of my own Experiments. But I can 
fay, andthattruly; Ihave been often 
deluded upon probabilities of good Me- 


dicins 5 and drawn in by the encomt- 
ums that Authors have given of them $ 
to make proofs and ¢tryals: but they 
have not recompenfed my labour, and 
alithat I have gained, is to beware for 
the future, And for this account of 
ivaattzonal Medicines, you fhall not 
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take my bare word onely ; but I can 
bring thee teltimony of other Pharma- 
copeian Pl: yfictans, fuchas are Adeptz, 
compleat Operators in Pharmacy, that 
will fa ay the like by their own Experi- 
ence. 

Now the Prefcriber looks no farther 
then the credit and antiquity of his Au- 
thors and if the Medicine have been

extant fome hundred years, and com- 


mended fucceffively, (thats authority 
enough) he doubts not but the Medi- 
cine is excellent ; Who dares queftion 
this Medicine > Here is the cheat that 
men put ray themfelves, and the lives 
of people are trifled away after this 
manner , pepcnding upon fallacious 
traditional Medicines, befides the un- 
certa ain care, skill, and honetfty of the 
ma ker, 

Now I would not be thought fo fe- 
vere a cenfurer, as to eae Bees 
Authors with a wilful and intended .c 
ceit 5 butra ather imp at etheir errors to 
a want of true knowled ge of Pharmae 
cy and good experience in Me edicines 3 
and blame their cre duly, being de- 
i ceived b rad! t10” al ad otner Authors, 
the frit ia tors, who neyer fuffici-

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ently prove d their conjectural Medi- 


cines ; perhaps never made them other- 
wile then a faer draught upon a piece of 
Paper : fuppofing this and that, and 
phanfying /e and fo prepared, willbe 
anexcellent Medicine: Thus depend- 
ing upon the CRS of Medicines, 
and commending m°to poferity, as 
certain and safatably Bit beone hath 
fhained great Phyfictans their fudcenes 
(who elfe had been good Phyficians) 
coufeved their expectation, to the fie- 
quent hazard, and fometimes lofs of 
lives, and the vilifying of this moft ex- 
cellent Art.

If fo, 
then a Preferiber thall not by this pre- 
tence of preparing, or endeavouring 
and attempting fome peculiar Medi- 
cine, OY curtofity that lies within the 
compafs of this 47t; be therefore ac- 
counted skz/ful in Medicinal Preparati- 
ons: becaufe his experiments and try- 
als are not general, and ferving to the

Thirdly I anfwer: If a Prefcriber,

red to know what this rare Medicine 
was ; not that I expected it would prove 
fos butto fee how people are blinded, 
With fome difficuley this Preferzpt I 
had aview of: which when I faw, I 
could not but hold up my hands and 
wonder at the zgnorance of the Prefert- 
ber, and vidiculoufne/s of the Medicine :

And in regard the Caufe in hand is 
very weighty s the Party feemingly thus 
oppofed, very numerous and confide- 
rable; (but rightly underftood, the 
caufe is theirs too) the common Opinion 
of the People prapoffeffed and engaged 
againit us, by late cuftom and falfe fug- 
geflions of our Adverfaries: it behoves 
me therefore to play at /Oarp with yous 
and 1 am forced to be fomething more 
feverein expreflions, than my common 
{tile of Writing, and natural inclinati- 
on:for as much as b/s Reafons though 
jnvincibly ftrong, will not prevail or 
. make impreffion, if an edge be not put

raife in you a quick fenfe, and urgent 
confideration of this matter, as an zm-

If men of Keafon, hoveft Principles, 
and true Friends to this Science, do but © 
refle& back and fee how firangely and 
irrationally the moft con/iderable and 
weightteft partof Phyfick, hath been a- 
lienated and Separated from the Pro- 
feffors; (now abfurdly challenged as the 
vight and iuteref of others) it cannot 
but zncenfe him who hath a true fenfe of 
the mifchief this innovation hath bred; 
and the many inconveniences that fj prings 
from thence, 

I would not have any think that the 
defign of this Difcourfe was laid to re- 
proach and decry a learned Party digni- 
fyed in this Faculty, (whom I fhalf al- 
wayes refpect as fuch) thereby to fet 
up our felves of another diferent Pra- 
citce, and eminently to Separate from 
them: but the intention and aim here- 
iis, the improvement of this Science, 
and fecuring it from being prophaned 
and abu/ed ; the reftori neg of the antzent 
reverend efieem, infiuence and power of

contrived, as may far exceed the vulgar 
Shop Medicines, and the trivial Reci- 
pee’s {cattered in all places; and to lay 
upfuch noble Arcanums in your own 
Repofitery, Then will you poffefs a 
treafure of greater yaluethen Sz/ver or 
Golds with which you will purchafe bo. 
nour, lafting credit, and deferved efleem,

No man ever wasa good Painter, but 
he that oft had ufed the Pencil: Books 
may tnittate and gualefe for a more rea- 
dy applying to bufinefS ;_ but working 
makes an Arti? : Operation and tryals 
10 Medicines makes a compleat Pbarma- 
copezan: And he that Is not thus expert,

And for as much as, the myftery of 
curing lies in the compleat knowledge 
of Pharmacy, (as appears page 85, 86, 
96.) thenhe that isnot a Pharmacopét- 
an, is but half a Phy/ician, and the wor{t 
half; for the Pharmaceutich knowled g 
excells all-che reft as mof ufeful and 
fafe in curing; andif a Phyfician may 
be allowed fome abatement in knows

‘Sccence, than in the Pbharmaceuticks 


this being rhe greateft requifite to con- 
ftitute a good Phyfician, and render

Hence it plainly and undeniably ap- 
pears through the whole Diicourfe : 
that, not to be sA/ful and experzin the 
manual preparation of Medicines, is a 
great aud abfurd dejiciency 10 a Phyfici- 
au: not to. be privy toall that apper- 
tains to any Medicine exbrbzted to a Pa- 
tient, is very ridiculous inthe cuffom, 1s 
very #ncertain in the defignment, is very 
dangerous, & oft pernicious to the Sick : 
and therefore again{t all rea/on it is, 
that Medicines fhould be /eparated from 
the Phyfician, as a diflinét charge and 
bufinefs s when indeed the preparation 
of Medicines is the 14 teyov, the main 
bufinefz, the chief Office and principal 
Duty of a Phyfician. Axnd here was 
his rife, and this ic was that did firit 
confiztute and make him a Phyfician s 
and here he ought to continue in this

The Ancient Practice 
excellent employment,trying and fearch=' | 
ing out the vertwes and properties of 
Naturals, by various preparations and 
tryals, aud probation in ufe : that from 
hence, by occu/ar infpection, and ma- 
nual tractation, which daily brings in 
a confiderable improvement of know- 
‘ledge s we may hereby arrive at more 
certain and fold judgment in this our 
Art, then hitherto we have, by truft- 
ing and relying upon tradeizon and /iub- 
flezates: both which are-great enemies to 
the Proficiency and Compleatment of our 
Science, Andthat Phyjiczan who de- * 
parts fromthe primitive Practice, fora 
new fanvle and fa/bion of Prafcribing s 
he deferts the moft Phelofophical & bef 
part of this Profeffion ; he goes out of 
Fanifelf he degenerates from a compleat 
Phyfician, and you may Call him fomes 
thing elfe, ora Phyfician in part, 

Quercetan upon this Queeftion, An 
medicum leceat peoponondier? determines 
feverely, and reproves thofé Phyficians 
that yepect the preparing of Medicines; 
as not belonging to them, but affign 
this work to others. And our Modern

ly commend that Phyfician who is znau- 
firious and expert in the preparation of 
Medicines, and does give great incou- 
ragement to that undertaking: From 
whence it feems very ftrange to me, 
that Phy/icians being convinced of the 
excellency of Medicines prepared by 
Phyficians, aud ienfible of the ¢njuries 
and mi/carriages that attend the other - 
Yer the cuftom of Pre/cribing is held up 
and maintained by Praétice, (and fini- 
{ter ends) but I woul fain fee if ic could 
be fupported and warranted by power- 
ful Reafons, 

Therefore if any Profeffor in the 
Mode of novel Practices will make out 
a Plea, and defend Prefcrzbing witha 
fober Pen, asa cuftom fitto be retain- 
ed; contrary to the Primztive Confietu- 
tion and Foundation of this Science : 
I fhall freely and fairly reply to him, 
and exhibit a farther Charge, 
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ture and Cure of this Difeafe,
